Wind Reaches Velocity of 60 
100 Miles an Hour—War

LONDON, Oct. 20.—Reports here 


from all parts of the British Isles 
testify to the violence of the storm 
which swept Great Britain and 
lreland last night and today. The 


gale reached a velocity of nearly 


100 miles an hour in parts of Ire- 
land. 

Londoners, kept awake during 
the long Might, heard a  60-mile 
wind, interspersed with sheets of 
rain, rip tiles off their roofs and 
wreck their radio. aerials. Tele- 
phones and telegraphs were com- 
pletely crippled. 

The experiences of London were 
mild, however, compared with 
those of the north country and 
Ireland. Ireland still was virtu- 
ally isolated tonight, and commun- 
ications were only beginning to be 
established with the Northern 
counties. 

Property damage was particu- 
larly heavy along the Clyde, where, 
in addition to the havoc wrought 
by a 75-mile wind, large areas were 
inundated by heavy rains. All 
shipping had to be suspended. 

At Douglas Head on the isle of 
Man, “the war memorial was 
blown down. Communications with 
the continent were delayed _ seri- 
ously through the breakdown of 
many direct Anglo-European tele-

The occasion of his recollections 
was the presentation to him of a 
congressional gold medal at exer- 
cises at which the British Govern- 
ment returned to him that first 
phonograph. Award of the medal 
was the first official recognition 
accorded him by the United Stutes 
for what he has done to ijiluminate 
“the path of progress.” 

“It is indeed a soprce of much 
gratification to me,” 
speaking over a nationwide radio 
hookup over which laudatory re- 
marks about him had already been 
broadcast by President Coolidge 
and Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 
lon, “to regain possession of my 
first and original model of 
phonograph which I lent to the 
British Government some 45 years 
ago for exhibition in its patent of- 
fice museum at South Kensington, 
London. 

“This little machine, which was 
made from my sketch by my faith- 
ful associate, the late John Kruesi,

My original elec- 
tric lamp is still in the museym 
at South Kensington but that will 
remain there as it was a present 
from me.” 

The original phonogriph was 
returned to Edison by Ronald 
Campbell, charge d’affairs of the 
British Embassy. , 

After Secretary Mellon had made 
the.address accompanying presen- 
tation of the medal and President 
Coolidge had spoken from Wash- 
ington of the inventor’s achieve- 
ments, Edison replied as follows: 

“Mr. President, Mr. Secretary 
and honored guests. In accepting 
the medal which has been award- 
ed to me I do so with a keen ap- 
preciation of the great honor that 
has been conferred upon me. To 
my mind there is a profound sig- 
nificance in this token of the es- 
teem and good will of my fellow 
countrymen as expressed by their 
representatives in congress. This 
medal will be a source of pride 
and. veneration to my family 
well as to myself and will be pre- 
served in my home with my choic- 
est possessions. Thank you.” 

“His greatest achievements were 
in the field of electricity,” Secre- 
tary Mellon said in his address of 
presentation, after listing Edison's 
part in perfecting the telephone, 
the typewriter and the telegraph, 
and inventing the phonograph. ‘1e 
mimeograph, the stock ticker, the 
alkaline storage battery and the 
motion picture camera. 

“And so vast and varied have 
been his contributions to its use 
that there are some men who even 
believe that electricity itself is 
merely another one of Edison's in- 
ventions.” 


The Secretary recalled that pe- 
riod a half a century ago vhen the 
eyes of the world were on the lab- 
oratory, where Edi: 2n was working 
on the incandescent lamp. 

“By Oct. 18, 1879,” he said, “he 
had succeeded in carbonizing a 
filament of cotton. It broke be- 
fore it could be connected with an 
electric current; but he kept at his 
task without stopping for sleep and 
for three days the battle went on. 
At last, on the morning of Oct. 21, 
just 49 years ago tomorrow, the 
lamp glowed and.a new light came 
into the world. Edison knew then 
that his patient struggle with na- 
ture had been rewarded; and the 
world knew that the new era of 
electricity had be, 1p.” 

Mellon considered it impossible 
to estimate the value to the world 
of Edison’s work. Americans like 
to think of his genius, essentially 
practical and utilitarian, as pecu- 
liarly American, he said, but in 
reality it is beyond nationality. 

“It has set him apart,’’ he said, 
“as One of the few men who have 
changer the current of modern life 
and set it flowing in new char.nels. 
Such men appear only at rare in- 
tervals in the world’s history. “hey 
belong to no nation, for their fame, 
no less than their achievements,

MESSAGE 10 HIS WIFE 


‘Never Give Up Hope,’ Wrote 
Com. MacDonald; ‘an English- 
man Can Do It.’

LONDON, Oct. 20.—‘Never give 
up hopé” was the parting message 
which Commander H, C. Mac- 
Donald gave to his wife before he 
embarked on his venture of flying 
the Atlantic from Newfoundland to 
Ireland in a Moth plane. 
experts and the public have re- 
linquished virtuaiy every thought 
of seeing the aviator again, Mrs. 
MacDonald clings to the injunction 
left by her husband. 

The existence of the message 
was discloSed in an article by Mrs. 
MacDonald written for the London 
Sunday Express. She said it was 
contained in a letter which the 
Commander left with her before he 
sailed for Canada and which he 
told her not to open until two days 
after his flight began. Much of 
this letter, she said, was too in- 
timately sacred for publication, but 
the lonely woman quoted the fol- 
owing: 

“T Know that you are against the 
flight. I know that people will say 
that I ant a suicidal fool. But I 
do not think so. 

“T have enough petrol and if I do 
do go under it will be through 
engine trouble. The machine is a 
good one, and you know I have 
had considerable experience ‘in 
navigation. 

“After all, they called Lindbergh 
‘the flying fool.’ If an American 
could do it, an Englishman ‘can 
do it. 

“IT Know you will look after lan

135 persons were killed as against | 
147 during all of 1927. 

Judge Roseean, whose court 
practices are particularly criti- 
cised, withdrew from the bench 
after the primiary, under an ar- 
rangement with Mayor Miller, to 
devote his time to his cumpaign 
as Republican nominee for Circuit - 
Judge.

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Consider the Golf Pro. 


OMETIMES it is hard to see 
Qeny the golf professional 

who has a Club job to look 
after and lessons to give, is able 
to preserve anything like an 
equable disposition and continue 
to have patience with his pu- 
pils. Golfers on the whole are 
a peculiar lot. If they take a 
lesson today and fail to play 
better than they know how to- 
morrow, it is all the fault or 
the professional. Quite evident- 
ly the bunk he has been hand- 
ing them is all wrong and he 
doesn’t know the game anyway. 

It is really astounding how 
much a professional teacher can 
be ,expected to accomplish in 
30 minutes. He gets no thanks 
and worlds of criticism if in one 
lesson he cannot enable his pu- 
pil to cut strokes off his score. 

There are just two classes 
among golfers; one composed 
are content to play well enough 
to keep stép with the rest of 
their regular foursome: and one 
made up of the players who are 
always striving to improve ana 
to do the thing as it should be 
done. 

To the first class the profes- 
sional has served his use when 
he has acquainted the player 
with the fundamentals of the 
game, the rudiments of stance, 
grip, and swing. Almost § any 
man with any reasonable sort of 
swing can with practice and con- 
centration become in his own 
way a fairly decent player. 


Rely on Experts. 


HE other man who desires 
Tis perfect a smooth, effec- 

¢ive, stylish swing must rely 
mainly upon his professional to 
help him do it. Most of them 
realize that to a certain extent, 
but they are not appreciative of 
the time and patience required 
on both sides to reach a worth 
while result. The average per- 
son spends a short time on the 
practice tee under the eye or 
the instructor. He learns that 
he ought to do this and that.

While he is under” close 


sur- 
veillance he manages reasonably 
well to do as he has been told. 
so far he is well pleased. 

Two or three days tater he 


Plays a full round with his 
friends. For the first few holes 
he endeavors to play as the pro- 
fessional told him, or to state 
the case more accurately, as he 
remembers the professional told 
him. After a short while he de- 
cides he “can’t play golf that 
Way” and back he goes to the 
old rough-and-ready method. 

- If that attitude is a common 
one—and I think. it is—time 
spent in instruction is time 
thrown away. The best instruc- 
tor in the world could do nothing 
in that way even g¢ -nted a real- 
ly apt pupil. To make changes 
in muscular habits, to make con- 
scious motions into fixed habit§, 
to impart to the pupil a thorough 
understanding of the stroke so 
that he himself will be able to 
make those - little adjustments 
each day, which everyone must 
make, all that takes time and 
many, half-hour lessons. I wish 
that everyone who goes for help 
to his professional would remem- 
ber that and sti h him long 
enough to give him a fair chance. 
Cultivate Correct Swing. 


T is said that one great rea- 
son for Harry Vardon’s un- 
paralelled success was that he 
never attempted to change his 
method. He thus save himself a 
chance to cultivate the unalter- 
able habit. of correct hitting. 
That is a fine system for one who 
was naturally a great golfer. But 
few are blessed with a natural 
style as fine as Vardon’s. To 
stick forever to the same form 
will enable a player to do what 
is spoken of as “‘getting a lot out 
ou a poor game.” But an un- 
sound swing places, imposes cer- 
tain limits upon a golfer beyond 
which he cannot advance. If he 
desires to pass those bounds he 
must join those in class No. 2 
and go to his professional.

S. A. Hook, former trapper, has 
been employed as refuge keep:=r. 
With the acceptance of this retige 
the department has established 10 
auxiliary refuges in Northern Mis- 
souri. 


State park and refuge keepers 
destroyed a total of 442 predatory 
birds and animals during Septem- 
ber. Included in this total were 
48 hawks, 67 crows and 16 owls. 


Fox Farm Incorporated. 


The incorporation of the Ozark 
Silver Fox Farm marks the first 
venture of its kind to incorporate 
in Missouri. - The incorporators 
own more than 400 acres of land 
near Davisville in Southeastern 
Crawford County. Hunting is not 
permitted. It is well stocked with 
quafl and squirrel. Thirty silver 
foxes have been purchased for the 
inital investment. Dr. Jacobi of 
St Louis, one of the incorporators, 
who was in Jefferson City to ob- 
tain a game farm permit, stated 
that the farm also will engage in 
the raising of ring-neck pheasants. 


The 1500 ring neck pheasants 
purchased for release in game 
refuges this fall have been dis-

The grand total saved was 
543,450. fish.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—Ag- 
gressive opposition to the whole- 
sale toll bridge policy of Congress 
was voted here this week at the an- 
nual meeting of the Legislative 
Committee of the American Motor- 
ists’ Association. 


The toll bridges of the country 
are annually collecting $118,000,- 
000 from motorists, a sum almost 
equivalent to twice the total 
amount of Federal aid, and of this 
sum $73,000,000 is paid to private- 
ly owned toll bridges, or a- sum 
equivalent to 13.9 per cent annual- 
ly On the cost of construction, ac- 
cording to figures furnished the 
committee by the United States 
Bureau of Public Roads. 

Figures submitted showed there 
are 233 toll bridges in operation at 
the 82 per cent of 
them being privately owned, and 
either under construction or au- 


thorized under recent acts of Con- 
gress. The mushroom growth of

liss and Ames well might reply: 
“Yes, but if we did, we could not 
afford to produce his dramas.” If 
Shakspeare commanded, for in- 
Stance, the -royalties of Bernard 
Shaw, he would realize from $3000 
to $3500 a week when ‘The Mer- 
chant of Venice’ is acted by George 
Arliss, estimating these figures on 
returns of this and last season. 


As a matter of fact, royalties are 
paid on Shakspeare, though in an 
indirect manner. With a few ex- 
ceptions modern plays require a 
meager investment compared to 
that demanded by Shakspeare. 
Furthermore the average present- 
day drama is staged with the ex- 
pectation and hope that it will 
have a success running through 
two or three seasons: A “new” 
Production of Shakspeare may 
with the aid of great acting he 
Played for an entire year. Then 
it falls into the repertoire of the 
actor and at best secures but 30 or 
49 representations in the season. 
So it takes many years for a sin- 
gle Shakspearean play to secure 
the number of performances ob- 
tained by a -successful modern 
Piece, and consequently the re- 
turns on the investment are less. 
Furthermore, when a Shakspear- 
ean production fails to atract huge 
audiences, the loss is many times 


that sustained by other produc- 
tions, 


HOSE of us who, in quest of 
fj a higher education, dive deep- 
ly within the covers of the 
ten-cent magazines are continually 
having the knowledge thrust upon 
us that the cough, although a most 
dangerous and even deadly disease, 
may be stopped almost immediate- 
ly at a very small cost. We gather 
that almost any cough, however 
obstinate, may be entirely silenced, 
if the person who owns it is also 
in possession of twenty-five cents. 
My object in writing these lines 
is to bring this important fact to 
the attention, not only of the Mas- 
ses but also of the Elite—those 
whose reading may be confined to 
beautifully bound De luxe sets, 
suitable for their spacious libraries, 
between whose half-calf no such 
information is to be found. 

I cannot say with any mathe- 
matical exactitude where the Elite 
ends and the Masses begins, but 
speaking as one who goes to the 
theater whenever opportunity per- 
mits, I venture to assert that when 
I pay from three to five dollars 
for a seat in the orchestra, I con- 
sider that I have a right to be re- 
garded as one of the Elite, where- 
as if I paid fifty cents and went 
into the gallery, I should without 
hesitation regard myself as one of 
the Masses. Referring to my own 
box-office returns, I find that more 


In the maintaining. of a Shaks- 
Pearean play the cost also is 
éreater. Fifty players are employed 
in the Arliss company as opposed 
to one-third that number demand- 
ed by the average present-day at- 
traction. Salaries for good classic 
actors are higher than those of 
first-rate modern players, because 
the former are rare. Thus the 
actors receive a goodly share of 
Shakspeare’s royalties.

OES anyone ever stop to think 
D« the influénce, mental and 

physical and financial, of the 
cough in the theater?

We may assume that the 
success of a play depends upon its 
sustained interest or upon the bril- 
liancy of its dialogue or both, and 
that an audience gets its fullest en- 
joyment when the story is unfold- 
ed without interruption.

The ef- 
fect of a cough is also one of irri- 
tation to the audience and any 
irritation of the nerves has a, phy- 
sical reaction on the health of the 
individual. I leave it to some in- 
genious person to compute the fi- 
nancial loss to the manager and

Health Better Than in 1924, 

His health is evidently much 
better than in 1924 when his 
fourth and brief premiership of 24 
days ended with a breakdown, No 
sooner had he recovered from an 
attack of the dengue fever which 
this summer has been devasting 
Athens, than he set out on a long 
journey to Rome, Paris, London 
and Belgrade, and is considering 
another to Angora. The fact is 
that, like all active men, he is hap- 
piest and healthiest when at work. 
Whereas, out of politics, he was 
forced to find scope for his activi- 
ties in the task of translating 
Thucydides into modern Greek, he 
is now abe to return to the more 
congenial exercise of governing 
Greece. 

Retired statesmen, even if they 
possess literary tastes, like Roogse- 
velt, Gladstone, Lord Derby and 
Clemenceau, are rarely happy in 
their libraries. Like caged ani- 
mals, they yearn for the life of 
action, which is their natural occu- 
pation. This was probably not the 
least of the motives which per- 
suaded Venizelos, despite his con- 
tinued denials, to return to public 
life. 

For there is nothing of the aca- 
demician about the Cretan stated 
man, He studied law, indeed, at 
the Athens University, and amazed 
Joseph Chamberlain, then yisiting 
Greece, in his arguments in favor 
of the union of Crete with Greece. 

But his real education Was ob- 
tained in the storm and stress of 
Cretan insurrections, on the barren 
peninsula of Akroteri and in the 
recess of Therisso. He once said 
that he had learned English, which 
he speaks accurately but which he 
says he understands best when 
spoken by Americans, “while be- 
ing bombarded by the British fleet” 
during the insurrection of 1897. He 
had then to negotiate with the Ad- 
mirals of the Powers, so he learned 
English out of a phrase-book while 
the shells were bursting on Akro- 
teri. 

Likes Anglo-Saxon Education. 

His marriage with the wealthy 
Mile. Skylitzi, who was educated in 
England and a resident in London, 
completed his education in En- 
glish, while diplomatic French he 
talks fluently. He admires Anglo- 
Saxon institutions, and especially 
Anglo-Saxon education, because he 
thinks it forms character instead 
of aiming merely at the acquisition 
of information. For this reason 
he has supported the school on the 
lines of English public schools 
founded by’ Anargyros in the Island 
of Spetsai. 

He has visited the United States, 
and at a recent luncheon was 
heard discussing the Negro prob- 
lem with fluency. 

The task lying before him {is not 
easy. The Greek royalists have 
never forgiven him his opposition 
to King Constantine; reduced to @ 
mere handful in the chamber, they 
are still numerous in the country, 
especialty in the “old” provinces. 
The refugees, who voted largely 
for the Venizeists on Aug. 19, will 
be disappointed if all that they ex- 
pect cannot be fulfilled.

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WINE CUPS TO AGED JAPANESE 


Those 80 or Over to Be Honored 
When New Ruler Takes Throne. 
By the Associated Press. 

TOKYO, Oct. 26.—Nearly half a 
million subjects of the Emperor of 
Japan who will have reached the 
age of 80 years Nov. 10, the day of 
the enthronement, have been listed 
by the imperial household te be 
honored by gifts of lacquer wine 
cups. 

A survey of all the political reg- 
isters of the empire has revealed 
482,048 men and women 80 or 
Over, including 381 centenarians. 
In Japan proper are listed 397,534 
persons of 80 or more and 261 cen- 
tenarians. The larger totals in- 
clude the venerables of Korea, For- 
mosa and other possessions and 
dependencies of Japan. 

In Japan, as in all other ortent- 
al lands, extraordinary honor is 
accorded fuliness of years, and 
each of these aged subjects will re- 
ceive a red-lacquered cup for 
drinking sake, marked with the 
imperial chrysanthemum crest, to 
commemorate the enthronement of 
the new sovereign, Hirohito.

Reporting of the election returns 
is expected to begin at 6 p. m., St.

“The National Broadcasting Co. 
has arranged to present nationa! 
election returns for the first time 
over a nation-wide hook-up,” said 
M. H. Aylesworth, president of the 
company. 

“We are preparing’ to broadcast 
election returns in-an interesting 
and intelligible manner. The old 
methods of shouting news bulletins 
through a megaphone, or showing 
them on lantern slides, not only 
limited as to audience, but virtual- 
ly meaningless as to text. 

“We propose to confine our elec- 
tion returns to such news as is in- 
dicative, and to present it in such 
form as to be readily understand- 
able. In so doing, the National 
Broadcasting Co. aims to add_ to 
its record of public service.

KFWF, operating on 1200 ke 
| (249 meters) instead of 214 me- 
| ters, as in the past, will probably 
mask all stations on national chan- 
' nels for some distance on either

If KWEK and WIL operate on 
1350 ke.

KSD, being at the highest point 
in the broadcast band, should not 
affect reception of any “nationa!’’ 

The same, of cé@trse, is 
true of KFUO, which shares tim:2 
with KSD. 

WEW, St. Louis, being restricted 
to: daytime operation on W4JZ’s 
channel, will not affect night time 
reception. 

KMOX, which is the only Mis- 
sourl ‘“‘national”’ station, will pre- 
vent reception of distant stations 
within two to five degrees on the 
dials,- depending on the distance 
from its transmitter to the S*. 
Louis listener's home. It probably 
will prevent reception by the aver- 
age listener of WPG, WRVA, KSI, 
KBT, WTAM, WBAL and KNX. 
Listeners using super selective sets 
and living several miles from 
KMOX are likely to find that sta- 
tion blocking reception of WPG. 
WRVA, WBT and WTAM. 

Reception of Canadian and Mexi- 
can stations is likely to be as diffi- 
cult as in the past. But it may be |

HE crawl stroke 
originated in Aus- 
tralia,’ say the 
books; ‘‘the Trudg- 
eon stroke is a 
form of swi.nming 
introduced into En- 
gland a few years 
ago from tli2 Squth 
Pacific.”’ 

But the books are mistaken. For 
one thing, recent, respected and occa- 
sionally consulted dictionaries say 
they are wrong about the way they 
spell “‘Trudgeon’’; it ought to be trud- 
gen, without even a capital except 
when it refers to one Trudgen, an 
amateur swimmer whose name be- 
came identified with the trudgen 
stroke. And now comes Professor 
James E. Dunlap of the University of 
Michigan, with the disclosure that the 
books went astray in other ways by at 
least 3000 years. His discoveries, 
made in a study of the mosaics and 
bas-reliefs of long-buried cities, are set 
forth in a recent issue of “Art and 
Archaeology.” 

Leander swam the Hellespou: with 
a fast crawl stroke. Aphrodite rose 
from the waves with a leisurely, grace- 
ful trudgen. Greek and Roman la- 
dies used the trudgen and scissors 
kick and rejoiced in another mode 
adopted only last season along the Ri- 
viera: sometimes, in the great marble 
baths, they wore as much as a cap, 
sometimes not. 

Ulysses may or may not have used 
the crawl or trudgen when the north 
wind buffeted him toward Phaeacia 
and the charming Nausicaa, but there 
is little doubt, as Professor Dunlap 
shows from ancient bas reliefs, that 
Hittite soldiers used the crawl in flight 
from the Egyptians 3200 years ago; 
Assyrians, 2500 vears ago or more, in- 
flated skins instead of the modern 
“water wings’ or inner tube: Ethi- 
opians fled from crocodiles with the 
speedy crawl, and the symbol for 
‘“‘swim’’ in Egyptian picture writing, 
which had been perfected befcre the 
oldest monuments in history were 
built, suggests the head and arms of 


°& awimmer using an overhand stroke. 


“To be sure,’ writes the archaelog- 
ist, ‘‘the evidences from ancient reliefs, 
mosaics and paintings may be coiored 
by artistic convention. No artict, un- 
less seeking a reputation as a carica- 
turist, would think of depict.ng Le- 
ander, for example, in the attitude of 
a leaping frog. If he did so, the piti- 
ful hero of the tale would receive 
nothing but ridicule. On the other 
hand, several of the scenes which 
have been described seem to be inten- 
tionally amusing, but even then swim- 
mer are shown using overhand style.’

room for doubt that Egyptians were 
familiar with its essential features.”’

‘The most striking peculiarity of the 
Assyrian overhand atroke, as repre- 
sented in the reliefs, was that the 
swimmer did not roll from side to aide 
as he used first one stroke and then 
the other, but maintained his body in 
a constantly horizonta! position. This 
position, if held’as rigidly as the re-

It still defies all explanation 
how anybody had the presumption 
to commit a murder in Salem. In 
any other town of the county, 
perhaps, or even in Boston, it 
could have been believed. One 
writer from the West—Mr. C. M. 
Flandrau—came nearest to a de- 
scription of the Salem attitude to- 
ward Salem. In his “Diary of a 
Freshman,” the hero, from Minne- 
sota, comes to an Eastern univei- 
sity; and strikes up a warm friena- 
ship with a very attractive youth 
named Berrisford. 

“He is the last person in the 
world (writes the Freshman) that 
I should have picked out as a citi- 
zen of Salem, and one day I told 
him so. He explained himself by 
saving that his mother had made 
an unfortunate maryiage.

APTAIN JOSEPH WHITE 


——there lived only himself (he 
was a widower) with his niece, 
Mrs. Beckford, who was also 
his housekeeper, and two. ser- 
Vants, @ man and a woman. On 


the night of April 6, 1830, Mrs. 
Beckford was visiting her daugh- 
ter in Wenham. Early the next 
morning, the manservant found a 
parlor window open, and a plank 
resting on the sill so as to allow 
entrance and exit to the back yard. 
He searched the house for traces 
of burglary, but discovered noth- 
ing amiss until he entered his 
master’s bedroom. Captain White 
was lying in a bed drenched with 
blood; he had been dead for 
hours. His death was caused by 
a heavy blow on the temple, but 
he had also been stabbed 13 times, 
and there was more than one 
knife wound which would have 
been enough, in itself, to cause 
death. There had been no rob- 
bery; plate in various rooms was 
untouched, and a ‘“rouleau of 
doubloons,”’ in an iron chest in 
the bedchamber, were left un- 
disturbed. 

The causeless and brutal mur- 
der of an inoffensive old man, in 
a fine house in the center of the 
town, made a tremendous and 
painful impression upon the folk 
of Sglem. The usual idea got 
about: that nobody’s life was safe. 
Business became brisk in sword- 
canes, dirks, cutlaases, and fire- 
arms; dealers in watchdogs could 
not supply the demand; and a con- 
tinuous sound of hammering indi- 
cated that householders were hav- 
ing extra bars and bolts put on 
their doors and windows. 

Captain White's funeral was 
celebrated with impressive cere- 
mony, because of the deep dam- 
nation of his taking off. Among 
the afflicted relatives was his 
nephew, the Hon. Stephen White, 
one of the principal heirs. Others 
present included some connections 
by marriage, one of whom was a 
young shipmaster named Joseph 
J. Knapp Jr., whose wife was the 
grand-niece of the late Captain 
White. It was the young Mrs. 
Knapp whom Mrs. Beckford had 
been visiting in Wenham, the 
night of the murder. Mr. Knapp, 
a well-dressed gentleman of re- 
spectable- and sorrowful demeapn- 
or, had watched for one night be- 
side the dead body of his wife's 
great-uncle; he now followed the 
hearse as one of the chief mourn- 
ers. He had been on familiar 
terme with the old man, and was 
frequently at the house on Essex 
street. 

To discover the wicked man 
who could have committed this 
unexplained murder, a_ public 
Ineeting was called, and 27 cit!- 
zens were chosen to form a Com- 
mittee of Vigilance. These met 
every night, and doubtless found 
much to talk about. 
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three weeks, however, their talk 
led nowhere at all. Then some- 
thing happened which suggested 
that the world was being made un- 
safe for the family and the con- 
nections of Captain White. Jo- 
seph J. Knapp Jr. and his younger 
brother, John Francis Knapp, ap- 
peared before the committee and 
told a stirring tale of an attack 
made upon them by night, near 
Wenham Pond, where the _ ice 
comes from. Three ruffians had 
held them up, as they drove home 
in a chaise, and but for the 
prompt and bold actions of the 
brothers, Salem might have had 
another tragedy. One of the ras- 
cals wore a sailor's jacket, he had 
two black smooches on his face to 
resemble whiskers and he carried 
an ivory-handled dirk; another 
Was very ‘‘tall and square,’ he 
had ‘‘stout whiskers,’ apparently 
false. These and other: details 
gave to the story an air of vil- 
lainy at midnight, and of new 
and undeserved horror in a blame- 
less community. Except still fur- 
ther to alarm the committee—and 
possibly to give a fresh spurt to 
the sale of cutlasses and watch- 
dogs—-the nocturnal adventure of 
the brothers Knapp did nothing 
to clear the original mystery. 


A 


FTER another delay of some 
weeks, light began to dawn 
from an unexpected quar- 
ter: a jail in New Bedford. 
A shoplifter, there in confine- 
ment, expressed a desire to talk 
about the Salem crime; he was 
brought ‘‘in chains’ and gave 
testimony before the grand jury. 
It resulted in the arrest of some 
former associates of his: a 
Richard Crowninshield Jr. of 
Danvers (formerly a part of Sa- 
lem), together with his brother, 
George. The shoplifter averred 
that he had often heard Richard 
say that he intended to kill Cap- 
tain White 


Crowninshield, so writes a Sa- 


lem author (the Hon. Benjamin 
Merrill), had never been conrvict- 
ed of any offense, but was suspect- 
ed of several ‘‘heinous robberies.” 

“‘He was of dark and reserved 
temperate and 
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wicked, daring and wary, subtle 
and obdurate, of great adroitness, 


boldness and self-command. He 
had for several years frequented 
the haunts of vice in Salem; and 
though he was often spoken of as 
a dangerous man, his person was 
known to few, for he never walked 
the streets by daylight. Among 
hie few asaociates he was a leader 
and a despot.” 


So says the Salem writer, from 


-whom I learn, for the first time, 


that there were ever haunts of 
vice in that city. I Rave recently 
read a contemporary biographical 
sketch of Crowninshield. It paints 
him in many colors—but nearly 
all somber—and endows him with 
the characteristics of Peck’s Bad 
Boy, and of Milton’s Satan, of 
Wild Bill Hickok, and of Don 
Juan. His was indeed a repre- 
hensible character, but that his 
versatility in wickedness was s0 
The 
pamphileteers of 1830 were the an- 
cestors of the yellow journalists 
of today. Crowinshield, so far as 
I know, has one remarkable dis- 
tinction; he is the only man who 
ever committed murder in a frook 
coat and high hat—a peculiarity 
of costume which makes it clear 
that, if the White case were put 
into the moving pictures the role 
of Crowninshield should be enact- 
ed by Mr. Raymond Griffith. 


The ‘‘Citizen of Danvers’' who 
wrote the pamphlet on Crownin- 
shield says that he was born at 
Liverpool in 1804. He was ‘‘cele- 
brated for his daring hypocrisy, 
coolness, defiance of all law." By 
the time he was 18 he was ‘“‘the 
terror of all Essex County.” He 
is compared by the writer to Bul- 
wer's ‘‘Paul Clifford.”” He went 
to an academy in New Hampshire 
(Exeter?) to prepare for Harvard, 
but was expelled—a fact for which 
I am grateful; we have had 
enough Harvard murderers in this 
series. His school pranks are re- 
lated; they are not of an extreme- 
ly vicious character. He visited 
Charleston, South Carolina; there 
is a romantic tale of a love affair, 
deep purple and ridiculous. He 
and his associates established a 
gambling house at the South 
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Fields; it was their daily practice 
to entice young men into this 
‘‘moral pest house.” “It is said 
that one of the students now at 
Harvard University lost, on one 
night, over $300." ‘‘Sharpers, 
cutthroats and harlots’’ used to as- 
semble there ‘‘from Salem, Lynn, 
Danvers, and adjoining towns.”’ 
When clues began to come, they 
fell like snowflakes. Captain Jo- 
seph J. Knapp Sr., father of the 
young meno who had so fortunately 
escaped the bandits of Wenham 
Pond, now received a peculiar 
blackmailing letter from one 
“Charles Grant’’ of Belfast, Maine. 
The writer hinted that Captain 
Knapp had been in seme discredi- 
table enterprise, and made threats 
of ‘disclosures if $1000 were not 
paid over, The Captain, to whom 
the letter was meaningless, 
showed it to his son, Nathaniel 
Phippen Knapp, who found it 
equally obscure. The two then 
rode over to Wenham and handed 
it to Captain Knapp’s other sons, 
Joseph J. Jr. and John Francis. 
The son who was his father’s 
namesake—and for whom the let- 
ter from Belfast was really intend- 
ed—advised his father to give the 
letter to the Vigilance Committee. 
Knapp promptly and inno- 
cently obeyed. Meanwhile, 
the younger Joseph Knapp, with 
extraordinary fatuity, mailed two 
lettera—one of them to the com- 
mittee. It purported to come 
from “Grant” and it confessed to 
having done the murder at the 
instigation of Stephen White. 
“Grant’’ of Belfast proved to be 
an ex-convict named Palmer. He 
was arrested in Maine, whereupon 
he disclosed his knowledge of a 
conspiracy on the part of Joseph 
Knapp Jr. and Francis Knapp to 
hire Crowninshield for §1000 to 
kill Captain White. These two 
Knapps—others of the family 
were innocent of all knowledge of 
the plot—were promptly arrested, 
and three days later Joseph made 
a full confession to a,clergyman. 
His interest in the death of Cap- 
tain White lay in his hope that 
his mother-in-law, if the Captain

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died intestate, would inherit near- 
ly $200,000. He had stolen a will 
of the Captain’s—a will by which 
Mrs. Beckford received only a 
small legacy—and burned it after 
the murder. He had arranged for 
Mre. Beckford's absence and had 
unlocked the window through 
which the assassin entered. His 
brother Francis was present in 
Brown street, at the rear of the 
Captain’s house, on the night of 
the murder, and was recognized 
by one or two persons, as he hov- 
ered in the vicinity, in his ‘“‘cam- 
blet’ cloak. Crowninshield had 
never received the money prom- 
ised him by the Knapps, but only 
100 5-franc pieces. Joseph made 
numerous blunders: he was mis- 
taken in thinking that his mother- 
in-law would receive half her 
uncle's property if he died without 
a will; he was mistaken in the 
will which he stole, as it was not 
the last and true testament, an14 
he blundered unbelievably in ad- 
vising his father to give the Grant 
letter to the Vigilance Committee. 


When the Knapps were arrest- 
ed, and when Palmer was brought 
to the Salem Jail, Richard Crown- 
inshield saw that the game was 
played out. He wrote contrite let- 
ters to his father and brother and 
hanged himself in his cell, by 
means of two handkerchiefs. 


The State was now in a quan- 
dary. According to the Massachu- 
setts law at that time, an acces- 
sory in a murder could not be 
tried until the principal was con- 
victed. and the actua! murderer, 
Crowninshield, was dead. Francis 
Knapp was therefore put on trial 
as the principal, in the second 
degree—-that is, as an aider and 
abettor to the murderer—while 
Joseph Knapp and George Crown- 
inshield awaited trial as accesso- 
ries. Anticipating difficulty, the 
State called in to assist in the 
prosecution the greatest lawyer of 
the day, Daniel Webster. It was 
his task to prove that Francis 
Knapp was not only present at the 
murder, in a legal sense, but that 
John Francis Knapp was there to 
aid and abet in the deed. 


Joseph Knapp had been prom- 
ised immunity if he would appear 


as State’s evidence, and repeat in 
court the confession which he had 
made to the clergyman in jail. He 
now made his final blunder and 
refused to testify, but stood mute 
in court, thereby placing the noose 
irrevocably around his own neck 
and his brother’s. He may have 
acted from a noble motive that 
would not allow him to swear his 
brother’s life away; but he was 
mistaken, for if he had testified 
neither could have been convict- 
ed. He had the protection of the 
State’s promise; while hin testi- 
mony (which the State would have 
had to accept) would have shown 
that Francis was in Brown atreet 
that night merely as a spectator, 
not as a helper. Crowninshield 
had told him to go home; he had 
done so, but had returned to the 
scene. And as an accessory, not 
as a principal, he could not even 
be tried. 

Despite all Webster's ability in 
argument and in examination of 
witnesses, the jury disagreed. 
Francis Knapp was promptly put 
upon trial again, and at the close 
Webster delivered the speech in 
which occurs the famous descrip- 
tion of the murder: 

“T) EEP sleep had fallen 
on the destined victim, 
and on all beneath his 


roof. . healthful old man, to 
whom sl@ep was sweet, the first 
sound slumbers of the night 


held him in their soft but strong 
embrace. The assassin enters, 
through the window already pre- 
pared, into an unoccupied apart- 
ment. With noiseless foot he 
paces the lonely hall, half-lighted 
by the moon; he winds up the 
ascent of the stairs, and reaches 
the door of the chamber. Of this 
he moves the lock by soft and con- 
tinued pressure, till it turns on its 
hinges without noise; and he en- 
ters and beholds his victim before 
him. The room is uncommonly 
open to the admission of light. The 
beams of the moon, resting on the 
gray locks of the innocent sleeper, 
show him where fo strike The 
fatal blow is given! and the victim 
passes, without a struggle or a 
motion, from the respose of sleep 
to the repose of death! It is the 
assassin’s purpose to make sure 
work; and he plies the dagger, 
though it is obvious that life has 
been destroyed by the blow of the 
bludgeon. He even raises the aged 
arm, that he may not fail in his 
aim at the heart, and replaces it 
again over the wounds of the 
poniard! To finish the picture, he 
explores the wrist for the pulse! 
He feels for it, and ascertains that 
it beats no longer! It is accom- 
plished. The deed is done. He 
retreats, retraces his steps to the 
window, passes out through it as 
he came in, and escapes. He has 
done the murder. No eye has 
seen him, no ear has heard him. 
The secret is his own, and it 
safe. 


6¢ H! Gentlemen, that was 
A &@ dreadful mistake. 
Buch a secret can be 
safe nowhere. The whole crea- 
tion of God has neither nook 
nor corner where the guilty can 
bestow it and say it is safe. Not 
to speak of that eye which plerces 
through al) disguises, and .be- 
holds everything as in the splen- 
dor of noon, such secrets of guilt 
are never safe from detection, 
even by men. True it is, general- 
ly speaking, that ‘murder will 
out.’ True it is that Providence 
hath so ordained, and doth so 
govern things that those who 
break the great law of heaven by 
shedding man’s biood seldom suc- 
ceed in avoiding discovery. Espe- 
cially in a case exciting so much 
attention as this, discovery muat 
come, and will come, sooner or 
later 
A thousand eyes turn at once 
to explore every man, every 
thing, every circumstance, con- 
nected with the time and place: 
minds intensely dwell on the 
scene, shedding al! their light, 
and ready to kindle the slight- 
est circumstance into a  bilase 
of discovery. Meantime, the gulity 
soul cannot keep its own secret. 
It is faise to itself, or, rather, it 
feels an irresistible impulse of 
conscience to be true to itself. It 
labors under its guilty possession. 
and knows not what to do with it. 
The human heart was not made 
for the residence of such an !nhab-
